Intense heat, prevailing in nearly 


:&\i 
portions 
of 
eastern 
United 


States during the past two weeks, 
has sent the price of lemons soaring 
to heights not even reached by the 
.war-time demand, according to the 
''• lemon sheet" on file in the offices 
of the Covina Fruit Exchange. 


Lemons from San Dimas, Glendora, 


Ontario and Uplands brot as high as 
twelve dollars per bo£, with many 
carloads auctioning from seven to 
eleven dollars. On Tuesday of this 
week, 97 carloads were sold on the 
eastern seaboard, all bringing extra- 
ordinary prices, even when showing 
considerable percentage of decay. 


Lemons are being rushed east from 


all points where they have been held 
in storage, it was --revealed. While 
there is not a shortage of lemons in 
storage on the coast, the quantity 
available for shipment is not large, 
owing to the fact that the market 
has iiot been attractive up until this 
last heat-wave. 
In Chicago, New York, Boston, 


Philadelphia, St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
and in scattered areas, reports this 
week are to the effect that the'heat 
has been unprecedented and danger- 
ous, many deaths occurring, and with 
hundreds of prostrations. An. Ameri- 
can Legion parade in the middle 
west resulted in thirty-five piostra- 
tions and three deaths among the 
marchers.

Winterhaven, Florida, July 30.— 


Under minimum quarantine require- 
ments as expressed 
by . Secretary 


Hyde and Dr. C. L. Marlatt of the 
department of agriculture, Floridai 
will ship a normal vegetable crop and 
90 per cent of a short citrus crop 
during the coming 'season, according 
to J. S. Crutchfield, president of the 
American Fruit Growers, who ia in 
Florida looking over the perishable 
products situation. 


"It 
is my opinion," said Mr. 


Crutchfield, "that within the next 
twelve weeks Florida will start ship- 
ment of a citrus and truck crop 
worth close to $100,000,000. I do not 
look for more than a 70 per cent 
crop in this state as compared to the 
record last season. That means that 
Florida will ship about seventeen 
million boxes of oranges and grape- 
fruit. 
'' This has been a splendid growing 


season in Florida, and that offsets 
the lack of care due to the fly. The 
potato crop will be light all over the 
country, which will greatly improve 
the market for truck crops."

When the San Gabriel dam is com-

San Gabriel canyon dam 


will contain approximately 1,000,000 
square yards of concrete more thau 
•will the proposed Boulder dam,"

Estimates show that the San Ga- 


briel canyon dam will contain about 
4,000,000 square yards of concrete, 
compared to about 3,000,000 yards 
to be put into this Boulder canyon 
dam.

Covina, July 29.—" And we plan 


to smother them to death," declared 
J. B. McFarland, state horticulturist 
from Sacramento, who is making «m 
effort to eradicate the walnut husk 
fly, known to entomologists as the 
ragalitus juglanieus, which has in- 
fested the five-acre walnut grove of 
J. G. Biller, several miles southeast 
of Covina. 


According to entomologists, this is • 


the first infestation of the dreaded 
fly in this locality and was brot tft 
the attention of the state depart- 
ment several weeks ago when a spe- 
cial fund was immediately appropri- 
ated by the state to combat the wal- 
nut menace. 


As a method of eradication, the 


ground of the five-acre grove is be- 
ing covered with tar paper sealed 
together with asphalt and sand, 
which will prevent 
the fly from 


emerging from the ground, where it 
hatches from the maggot. At the 
base of the tree, tightly fitted collars 
of tar paper with cotton underneath 
are sealed with the asphalt so that 
the tree trunks cannot be used.as a 
means of escape. Around the sides 
of the Sye-aere plot the tar paper 
after it is securely sealed with the 
asphalt is weighted with gravel and 
dirt to prevent any disaster by ex- 
treme winds or otherwise.

walnut fly has been located in 1500 • 
acres of walnuts near Chino, where 
control methods of spraying with a 
solution of bais lead arsenate are 
being carried out under the super- 
vision, of entomologist^...

groves between Ontario and Chino 
about three years ago, at which time 
entomologists were at a loss to de- 
termine the nature of the fly and 
sent a specimen to Washington for 
investigation. Since that time the 
fly has infested a large portion of the 
1500 acres of walnut trees, which has 
necessitated 
preventive measures 


strictly enforced this year. 


Not unlike the Mediterranean fruit 


fly, the walnut fly punctures the 
husk of the walnut, laying its eggs 
between the husk and the shell. The 
eggs hatch into maggots virhieh eat 
the husk and sometimes penetrate 
into the meat of the nut and finally 
drop to the earth, where they bore 
into the ground f/om six to eight 
inches. There the maggot shrinks to 
half its original size and forms a 
hardened shell over itself to'remain 
in the ground until the next sum- 
mer, 
when 
it forms a fly whick 


emerges during the warm weather 
and begins its metamorphosis of life 
again. The big difference between 
the Mediterranean fruit fly and the 
walnut fly is that the latter's life ia 
more sluggish and develops in year 
cycles. 


For the most part the fly does not 


harm the meat of the walnuts, en- 
tomologists declare, but the maggots 
while feeding on the husk throw off 
a toxin which leaves a black stain 
on the shell. The stains cannot be 
removed even by chemical methods 
of bleaching, and therefore the nuts 
attacked by the fly arc' considered 
culls -vvhcn brot to masket. 


The season for the flies to einerge 


from the ground has just started, and 
it is the plan of the entomologists to 
leave the grove tightly sealed with 
the tar paper until late next fall, 
when the method of eradication will 
be proved a success or failure.

HE birthplace roster of the 1200 young men in training 


during July in the citizens' military training camp at 


Del Monte, exhibits an interesting proof of the migratory 
character of the population of California.

The remaining 
600 were born in 43 states, in Alaska, .the Philippines, Hawaii, 
and in 14 foreign countries.

Mexicans, eight Englishmen, three Irishmen, four Russians, 
one African (white), and one man each from Germany, Porto 
Rico, Poland, Japan, Belgium, Wales, Italy, and the Federat- 
ed Malay states.

IX and one-half million adult cryptolaemus were required 


in making the initial spring liberation of cryptolaemus 


over the recorded citrophilus mealy bug infested properties in 
Los Angeles county this year. Laboratory work is simply 
marking time now awaiting the period of post-fumigation 
liberations. In some instances, according to H. M. Armitage, 
deputy horticultural commissioner of Los Angeles county in 
charge of insectaries, necessary treatment for other pests in 
the orchard interferes with the completion of control by the 
liberated cryptolaemus and in such cases it is necessary to 
re-establish "the latter. This the insectary will be prepared 


Field conditions in Los Angeles county, as related to the 


mealy bug, are for the most part very satisfactory. The 
cryptolaemus have been exceptionally active under the recent 
high temperatures and even tho a hatch of the peak spring 
generation of mealy bug has occurred, with numerous young 
mealy bug being in evidence on the new fruit, it is felt that 
satisfactory seasonal control will result without serious in- 
jury from their feeding. 


Farmers' Tax Problem— 
F 


ARMERS of California pay 26 per cent of their net in- 


come for county taxes. State and federal taxes take an 


additional 10.4 per cent of their net income, thus making a 
total of 36.4 per cents of farmers' profits for taxes. In other 
words, the farmer works one day out of every three in order 
to pay his tax bills. 


Earl Maharg, executive secretary of the Los Angeles 


county farm bureau, has explained that the above figures 
were compiled by the tax research department of the Cali- 
fornia farm bureau federation. This organization is the only 
one studying the tax problem exclusively from the farmers' 
point of view. The work has been going on for several years 
and a large volume of interesting and constructive data has 
been compiled. 


Von T. Ellsworth, head of the tax research department, 


does not state that the farmer is paying more taxes than he 
should, because investigation may prove that higher taxes 
reflect higher standards of living. However, he is positive 
that the amount of taxes paid by agriculture is proportion- 
ately higher than that paid in other lines of endeavor. 


Tax committees are being organized thruout the county 


to take care of various local tax problems constantly arising. 
The farm bureau as an organization is increasingly devoting 
more time and money to tax problems, paying particular 
attention to the problem of equalization. 


The Fruit Fly Invasion — 


articles which John Steven McGroarty has written 


A 
for the Los Angeles Times ought to arouse the people of 


southern California, at least, to the critical danger that 
threatens the entire country in the invasion of Florida by 
the Mediterranean fruit fly. 


Already this single pest, of the insect world has destroyed 


the commercial fruit industry in Spain, France, Italy, Greece, 
Asiatic Turkey, the Holy Land, Egypt, Algeria, South Africa, 
Tasmania. Argentina, Brazil, Madagascar and the Hawaiian 
islands, in every one of these countries the fruit fly ha? 
been completely victorious. The fight against it has been 
abandoned, and one of the most important of human food 
products has been lost. 


The question now is whether the United States is going 


to give up raising and eating fruit or whether we are going 
to exterminate the fruit fly. 


It is perfectly evident that there is no middle ground, no 


possibility of compromise. The fruit fly cannot sign a treaty 
of peace and would not respect it if he did. This will have to 
be a battle to the finish. 


And anybody with the least intelligence ought to know 


that the fruit fly fight is just as much California's problem 
as it is Florida's. If the fruit fly takes Florida it will capture 
the whole continent of North America where fruit is grown 
in any quantity. 


The question of whether we win or lose the fight prob- 


ably depends on how long it takes to get the people of the 
nation— and particularly the lawmakers— to realize its im- 
portance. It is unthinkable that the human race with all its 
intelligence and the resources of modern science at its com- 
mand should not be able to defend itself against an insect. 
If we cannot drive the fruit fly back the race is doomed; 
because it will be merely a matter of time before other in- 
sects will drive us out of other means of subsistence. We 
have got to learn a new line of warfare, and the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly is a good subject to practice on. 


What the country needs to do is to go at this problem in 


earnest— to realize, right at the start, that it is a national 
problem. We spend billions of dollars in preparation for 
defense against an invasion of hostile human armies that 
nobody really believes is going to materialize. We know, 
in fact, that no armed force of human beings ever will invade 
us if we attend strictly to our own business and treat the 
rest of the human race as one good citizen should treat his 
neighbors. But the fruit fly has invaded us, and there is 
nothing hypothetical about his hostile intentions. This war 
is on, and the sooner we realize the fact the better.— Tujunga 
Record-Ledger. 


Search Warrants

Fifteen deputy sheriffs operating 


on the sheriff's department, liquor 
detail, obtained 990 convictions out 
of 1112 arrests which they rilade dur- 
ing the. twelve mouths ending July 1, 


This is approximately 90 per cent 


convictions of the arrests, 'made. 
Fifty-six of their eases wer« dis- 
missed. The courts assessed fides to- 
taling $185,801, and also administer- 
ed jail sentences of varying terms 
in those cases in which convictions 
were obtained. These men worked a 
total of 16,330 hours to carry out 
their enforcement duties, according 
to the figures of the statistician. 


In order to make the arrests men- 


tioned, 3940 separate investigations 
were conducted. It is a policy of the 
department not to make liquor raids 
•without search warrants unless there 
is positive evidence that liquor is 
being bot or sold in a regular trade.

State Apportions 
License Fees For 


Highway Work 


Apportionment of $6,835,344.90 in 


motor vehicle registration fees to 
th-e various counties of California 
and the state division of highways, 
to bo used for the repair and main- 
tenance of highways, has been an- 
nounced by the division of motor 
vehicles. 


Apportionment is based on fee- 


paid registrations of motor vehicles 
and trailers totaling 1,859,523 for 
the first six months of 1929. It is 
divided equally between the high- 
way division and the various coun- 
ties. 


Deductions are made from appor- 


tionment of the counties amounting 
to a total of $508,310.50, this repres- 
enting funds advanced to pay the 
salaries of traffic officers during the 
first six months of the year and re- 
served for their salaries up to Aug- 
ust 14. After that date all traffic 
officers pass to the direct control of 
the state and their salaries become 
an operating charge against the di- 
vision of motor vehicles. 


Actual gain in fees paid into the 


division during the period was $1,- 
104,620.20 over the same period of 
1928. 


Registrations showed the enormous 


gain of 156,161 over last year. Reg- 
istrations of all types of motor vehi- 
cles and trailers were announced as 
follows: passenger cars, 1,737.961; 
solid tire trucks, 19,462; pneumatic 
tire trucks, 57,374; motorcycles, 8,- 
100; trailers, 36,527. 


Fees from passenger cars alone 


.^ior the period amounted to the stag- 
gering sum of $5,632,867.. Transfer 
fees amounted to $302,716.50. 


Registration totals do not take in- 


to consideration thousands of vehi- 
cles used by public service corpora- 
tions, cities, counties and other poli- 
tical subdivisions that are exempt 
from the payment' of 
registration 


fees.
